February   7,   1924. 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Danville: 

This  is  my  fourth  annual  report  to  you  and  is  for  the 
year  beginning  July  1,  1922,  and  ending  June  30,  1923. 
Although  the  statistics  given  below  cover  only  that  period, 
the  report  extends  into  the  present  year. 

Three  Yeaes  or  Progress  in  Danville  Schools. 

We  have  been  giving  standard  tests  in  our  schools  for  three 
years  now,  and  by  them  it  is  possible  to  show  accurately  the 
progress  made  in  the  various  subjects.  A  few  t3^pical  figures 
are  given  for  the  three  highest  grades,  for  which  there  are 
complete  data.  The  arithmetic  shows  the  number  of  prob- 
lems in  fractions  solved  correctly  in  3  minutes  from  Type  0  of 
the  Cleveland  Tests;  letter  writing  the  number  of  errors  per 
100  words;  language  the  number  of  sentences  rightly  cor- 
rected in  Charter's  Diagnostic  Language  Test,  Misc.  B.

The  average  gain  in  efficiency  shown  by  the  above  subjects 
is  316%.  The  per  cent  will  increase  and  totally  eclipse  the 
per  cent  of  increase  in  school  costs.  Teachers  of  both  schools 
deserve  the  credit. 

1846  Compared  With  1933. 

A  complete  set  of  examination  papers  has  been  discovered 
which  were  given  to  all  9th  grade  pupils  of  Springfield,  Mass., 
in  1846  in  arithmetic  and  spelling.  The  same  test  in  arith- 
metic and  an  equivalent  test  in  spelling  were  given  to  our 
eighth  grade  pupils  in  November,  1933.  The  results  were  as 
follows :

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


Continuing  tlie  past  year  under  State  supervision,  tlie 
work  lias  been  so  thoroughly  classified  and  tabulated  that 
it  is  only  necessary  for  one  to  study  the  reports  to  ascer- 
tain the  progress  that  has  been  made. 

Under  the  old  plan  it  required  much  time  for  personal 
observation  and  oversight  of  each  pupil,  and  even  then 
the  parents,  and  the  Board  in  particular,  might  not  cor- 
rectly determine  whether  they  Vv^ere  really  making  any 
material  advance  in  the  various  studies.  Time  has  served 
to  prove  the  value  of  the  present  system. 

It  is  gratifying  for  the  Board  to  know  and  report  that 
all  the  schools,  under  excellent  teachers  and  an  efiicient 
superintendent,  have  made  remarkable  progress.  Such 
service  deserves  our  respect  and  appreciation. 

General  conditions  have  been  excellent  and  the  same 
attention  to  the  caie  of  the  playgrounds  and  sanitation 
has  been  contiued.  The  health  of  the  pupils  has  been 
good,  and  the  school  year  closed  without  any  serious  cases 
of  sickness  or  untoward  incident. 

We  were  able  to  refinish  the  interior  of  the  Eaton 
building  without  an  extra  appropriation,  as  we  had 
planned;  and  we  are  hoping  that  sufficient  funds  will  be 
available  for  painting  the  exterior  this  year. 

The  Board  took  the  further  liberty  of  expending  a 
small  sum  for  alterations  in  the  old  primary  building  to 
make  it  suitable  for  athletics,  for  the  benefit  of  the  older 
pupils.  This  building  will  require  the  expenditure  of 
some  money  for  repairs  in  the  near  future  if  it  remains 
as  school  pro]3erty.
